Sprint Communication Company, L.P. requests the Commission postpone the decisions
scheduled by the Commission for its meeting next Tuesday, November 14, 2006, regarding
SDTA’s Petitions to Intervene in the above-entitled four matters. These items are listed in the
telecommunications part of the agenda under items numbered 7, 8, 9 and 10.

Sprint received the first two interventions filed by SDTA by mail on November 4, 2006.
Therefore, the decision date the Commission has scheduled is less than ten (10) working days
